Turn to Acts the 26th chapter 
and I will preach to! you on mira- 
cles, or “Christianity, the Super- 
natural Religion, the Religion of 
Miracles.” 

I trust God will make this mes- 
sage a blessing to our hearts. Yiou 
pray now while I speak. Acts, 
chapter 26. 

“Then Agrippa said unto Paul, 
Thou art permitted to speak for 
thyself. Then Paul stretched forth 
the hand, and answered for him- 
self." 

Now this 26th chapter of Acts 
is Paul’s explanation of the Chris- 
tian religion.

“But he said, | am not mad, 
most noble Festus; but speak forth 
the words of truth and soberness. 

"For the king knoweth of these 
things, before whom also | speak 
freely; for | am persuaded that 
none of these things are hidden 
from him; for this thing was not 
done in a corner. 

"King Agrippa, believest thou 
the prophets? | know that thou 
believest. 

"Then Agrippa said unto Paul, 
Almost thou persuadest me to be 
a Christian.” 


Now, my friends, here is a mar- 
velous chapter. I- want your heart 
to be blessed by it. Let us ask 
God to help us. 

Prayer: Our Father, guide to- 
day in_every word I say. -- am 
Thine. The gospel I preach is 
Thine. This holy. book on which 1 
have my hands, is Thine. 

‘This is Thy people, bought by 
the blood. Speak today, Lord. 
Shew Thyself today. Do signs and 
wonders today, Lord. Let the peo- 
ple feel God from Heaven is here, 
and that we may know Thy pres- 
ence here, Thy voice, feel Thy 
leadership and that we may see 
the miracle of people being saved 
today. For Jesus’ sake, Amen. 


Look at verse 8 “Why should 
it be thought a thing incredible 
with you, that God shouid raise 
the dead?”’ Now let’s have a frank 
understanding. On this matter I 
have been attacked, lied about, 
misrepresented, but I can’t give an 
inch and I will not. I believe in 
miracles. I believe in present day 
miracles. I believe the day of mir- 
acles. I believe the day of miracles 
is not past. I believe God works 
miracles today just like He ever 
did. I believe He does work mira- 
cles today. I have. seen miracles. I 
say that the day of miracles is not 
gone. I come today to defend the 
religion of Jesus Christ, His super- 
natural religion, miraculous reli- 
gion, to defend this Bible as a mi- 
raculous Bible, given, not by man, 
but by God, not natural, but super- 
natural, not human, but Divine, a 
supernatural Bible, a miraculous 
Bible. I come to defend my salva- 
tion, not on man’s righteousness, 
not on man’s work, human good- 
ness, but a supernatural, divine, mi- 
raculous change that came on me 
and I became a child of God, born 
from Heaven, born by the Spirit of 
God, a miracle. I come today to de- 
fend my call to preach. God called 
me to preach. My preaching is not 
of man, not of human wisdom. My 
preaching is of God. All about" 
preaching this is fit to preach is 
what God supernaturally,-divinely 
gives to preach. My preaching is 
not natural, but supernatural, not 
ordinary in the sense that human 
speaking is ordinary. It is extra- 
ordinary in the sensé that God 
speaks in me His supernatural gos- 
pel, supernatural power to preach. 
Anything that happens under a 
preacher’s ministry that is worth 
while is the supernatural, mirac- 
ulous work of God, not of man. I 
come to speak on that line. 


Paul says, “I tell you now, I am 
going to speak for myself. V/hy 
should it be thought a thing in- 
credible with you, that God should 
raise the dead?” He didn’t say 
that “I should,” that “man should,”’ 
but that GOD should raise the 
dead.” If there is any God, there 
is a God that can raise the dead. 
If there is any God, He is a mira- 
cle-working God. If there is any 
God, any religion, it. is a super- 
natural, miraculous réligion. Broth- 
er Vickery, if your religion is more 
than the heathen religion, it is a 
miraculous religion, a swpernatural 
religion. What happens when the 
Hindu philosopher makes a con- 
vert . is of man ... . convinc- 
ing of the will by human argu- 
ment. .. What happens when one 
preaches the gospel, preaches ‘to 
a hardened sinner, when a_ child 
of Hell becomes a child of God, 
born again, partaker of the divine 
nature ...is a miracle. It is of 
God, supernatural, not natural, di- 
vine not human, extraordinary, not 
ordinary 

All right, I will hang my whole 
ministry on this Book right here. 
“Why should it be thought a thing 


incredible with you, that God 
should raise the dead?” If I have 
any God, He is a miracle-working 
God. If I have any religion, it is 
a miracle-working religion. If I 
have any gospel, it is one I re- 
ceived by miraculous revelation 
from Gcd. If I have any wisdom, 
God told me what I should preach. 
Not man, but God. I didn’t learn 
it by philosophy. I didn’t learn it 
in schools. God spoke to me one 
day. He told me that I should 
preach at Dallas instead of at FT. 
Worth . . . That is not of man but 
of God, not ordinary but extra- 
ordinary, divine, miraculous lead- 
ership, supernatural leadership. 
“Why should it be thought a thing 
incredible with you, that God 
should raise the dead?” 


The king said, “Paul, you can 
speak for yourself.”” Paul got up 
and spoke for himself. Paul said, 
“I am going to stand here to speak 
for myself.” So am Il. You want 
to defend your ministry, Paul. I 
do, too. You want to preach of 
your Christ. I do, too. Paul says, 
“I want to tell you what I be- 
lieve.”” I do also! I will hang the 
whole thing on this, that God can 
raise the dead. And here, I say, 
is a miraculous religion. 


The Foundation Miracle —A Mi- 
raculous Bible 


I will tell you about the first 
miracle mentioned here if you will 
look at verse 6. “And now I stand 
and am judged for the hope cf the 
promise made of God unto our fa- 
thers.” What does he mean? Paul 
says, “I have here before me (I 
don’t know whether he had a copy 
of the Bible, the Old Testament, 
or not. If he did, he said) “That 
is what I am preaching on, judged 
on.” He said that “I am preach- 
ing on miracles, on the authority 
of that Book, the promise of God 
made to our fathers.’”’ That is the 
first miracle and proves all the 
miracles. That Book is miraculous! 
You say, “Well, good men got to- 
gether and thought it out.” That 
is a lie. They didn’t do it! God 
gave it to them. 


A Sunday School monthly sev- 
eral years ago, in 1931, published 
by the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion, said Luke went out, talked 
to Mary, the mother of Jesus and 
found out about the virgin birth 
and how Jesus was born. They 
said Luke talked to John and other 
disciples. They said he talked to 
Paul and Paul told some things 
and he wrote it down like any 
other historian. That is a lie from 
Hell; That is not the way Luke 
found out. Luke found out by di- 
rect revelation from God. God told 
him what to write down. Luke 
knew Jesus was born of a virgin, 
not because Mary told that te get 
out of disgrace. God told him that. 
This Book is a miracle. The way 
it was written is a miracle. Holy 
men of God, moved by the Holy 
Ghost, not moved by reason, not 
moved by intelligence, by argu- 
ment, by documents, by education, 
nor by anything natural and hu- 
man, wrote it down. It was not 
human; it was divine. If it were 
like men write articles for the 
Saturday Evening Post, that would 
be ordinary. It was not ordinary, 
it was extraordinary. It was from 
God. As men usually write, it 
would have been natural. It was 
not. It was supernatural. This Bi- 
ble is a miracle. It is a miraculous 
Book. Put it down that this Book 
is either what it claims to be, the 
miraculous, divinely inspired, su- 
pernatural, living, eternal Word of 
God or it is a pack of lies, and 
there is nothing to Christianity. 
Take miracles out of that and you 
have taken away all the Bible, 
you have taken away the deity of 
Christ, everything, when you take 
away this. This Bible is miracu- 
lous. On that I will not give an 
inch, not a quarter of an inch. I 
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can’t budge on it. If you move 
from that you are gone. 


Miraculous Word For Word 
Inspiration 

Somebody says that to men in 
old times, God gave the thought 
but said, “Now, Isaiah, write it 
down in your own language.’ He 
didn’t say anything of the kind! 
Some modernists say, “Well, I be- 
lieve in inspiration, but not word- 
for-word inspiration. God gave the 
idea but men wrote down in their 
own words.” That isn’t so. God 
said to Jeremiah, “I have put my 
words. in thy mouth” (Jer. 1:9). 
That is what He said. Later on in 
Jeremiah 30, He said, “Write thee 
all the words that I have spoken. 
unto thee in a book.” In Isaiah 
51:16 God said to Isaiah the same 
thing, “I have put my words in’ 
thy mouth.” God’s Words! In First 
Corinthians the second chapter, the 
Lord said to Paul and Paul wrote 
to us and said, “We have received.” 
That is revelation! God revealed 
by His Spirit. “Not the spirit 
of the world, but the spirit which 
is of God; that we might know 
the things that are freely given to 
us of God. Which things also we 
speak, not in the words which 
man’s wisdom teacheth, but which 
the Holy Ghost teacheth; compar- 
ing spiritual things with spirit- 
ual.”” Holy Ghost words! Not ordi- 
nary, but extraordinary words! 
Not natural words, supernatural 
words! Not human words, divine 
words, miraculous words! Yes, sir. 
This Bible is miraculously inspired, 
word for word. A miracle, the 
Word of God. 

I haven’t time to discuss it now 
but Il am thoroughly convinced 
that the God who wrote it, watched 
over it all these days when men 
said, “We will destroy it! Take 
it, burn it!”

dom of God.” I know the. . .ex- 
cuses of preachers, all right. They 
try to explain away the Bible. The 
Bible throws a good deal of light 
on the preaching of some men. 
They say it is a certain gate at 
Jerusalem. It wasn’t anything of 
the kind. Jesus said, “It is easier 
for a camel to go through the eye 
of a needle, than for a rich man 
to enter into the kingdom of God.” 
“But with God all things are pos- 
sible.”” Put God in, and a man can 
be saved. If you don’t put God 
in, every man goes to Hell. A 
supernatural change of heart, a 
miracle —if that didn’t happen to 
you, Brother Fagan, you are go- 
ing to Hell.

There 
is no other explanation for Paul’s 
change. It is a change God made. 
You may say that it is all right 
from Bible times but it won’t do 
now.

The same thing happened to me! 
When it happened to me I got the 
same joy of heart Paul did, not 
necessarily the same outward thing 
attended it. But a miracle happened 
inside me, a nine year old bay, 
thirty-one years ago I walked 
down the aisle of a church in 
Gainesville, Tex., and I trusted Je- 
sus the best I could and that day I, 
a child of Satan, became a child 
of God and I can say, like Paul, 
it was not of men, it was of God. 
It wasn’t education, it wasn’t cul- 
ture, it wasn’t anything people 
taught me. God Made a change in 
my heart so that my soul, black 
with sin, became pure and white in 
God’s sight. The record in Heaven, 
instead of blackness, it looked 
white. The blood covered it all. 
That was a miracle. Nobody will 
never get to Heaven without a mir- 
acle happening to them. Jesus said, 
“Except your righteousness shall 
exceed the righteousness of the 
scribes and Pharisees, ye shall in 
no case enter into the kingdom of 
heaven.” You don’t have more than 
they had... try it and see. Re- 
member what the Pharisees did. 
You can’t beat it. You can’t do it 
then, can you?

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say, “Thank God, that happened to 
me once’? You needn’t come and 
talk about the age of miracles be- 
ing past. It wasn’t past last Mon- 
day night when a Catholic man 
heard me preach on Sunday and 
went away greatly concerned. That 
Catholic man went Monday night 
to hear General Higgins at the 
First Baptist Church. Afterwards 
the girl called me and said, “Bro.

You 
can't. Why not say, “Oh, God, I 
need something I can’t do.” The 


Lord says, “I will do it for you 
..-. IT said, “All right, do it Je- 
sus,” and He did, 

We need to preach that the God 
of Heaven still lives and still 
changes people’s hearts by His 


grace and power. You young 


preachers go out here and preach 
that God still lives. “Why should 
it be thought a thing incredible 
with you, that God should” take 
a sinner, lost, ruined, consumed, 
damned, and make him a child of 
God, a brother of Jesus Christ, a 
saint of glory? That is a miracle! 
That is what happened to me and 
that is what happened to you if 
you are going to get to Heaven. 


Every Spiritual Miracle Guarantees 
There Will Come a Physical 
Miracle 


I want you to notice this. Phys- 
ical miracles went with that. Phys- 
ical miracles are out of date? No, 
they are not. I can prove it to 
you. The day of physical miracles 
past? No, it isn’t. When Paul 
was converted, a physical miracle 
went with it. Notice this. “At mid- 
day, O king, I saw in the way a 
light from heaven, above the 
brightness of the sun, shining 
round about me and them which 
journeyed with me.” Was that 
natural? Was that natural? That 
was supernatural, wasn’t it? Hu- 
man or divine? Divine. Was it 
ordinary or extraordinary? It was 
& miracle, wasn’t it? Here is a 
physical miracle. “I heard a voice 
speaking unto me, and saying in 
the Hebrew tongue, Saul, Saul, why 
persecutest thou me? it is hard for 
thee to kick against the pricks.” 
Was that a human voice or a di- 
vine voice, a natural or super- 
natural voice, ordinary or a mirac- 
ulous voice? It was the miracu- 
lous voice of God speaking and 
saying, “Saul, Saul, why persecut- 
est thou me?” That is a iniracle, 
a physical miracle. Now listen. 
You say, “Well, I believe that part 
is gone.”” What is the difference? 
Jesus said to a man, “Thy sins be 
forgiven thee.”’ But the Pharisees 


murmured, “Now who is this for- 
giving sin’’ (in the 2nd chapter of 
Mark). Jesus said, “All right, 


would you rather see the other?” 
and to the man): “Arise, take up 
your bed, roll it up, put it on your 
shoulders and go to your house.” It 
was a greater miracle when he 
was saved. Another accompanied 
it, went with it, proved it. The 
greatest miracle was not that Paul 
saw a visicn but that this blood- 
thirsty, modernistic moral man 
was transformed into a hum- 
ble child of God. Which was the 
greater miracle, the vision or the 
change of heart? The change of 
heart was!

There is part of her that is not 
saved. “Do you ever get mad?” 
That part isn’t saved yet. The 
heart is changed, you are a child 
of God, born of God, you are not 
going to be lost. You don’t have 
to wear glasses, do you? Do you 
ever get sick? Then that part, get- 
ting sick, is not saved yet. God 
is going to have to transform that 
body to save the rest of this wo- 
man. Do you believe that? “For 
the Lord himself shall descend 
from heaven with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel, and with 
the trump of God: and the dead 
in Christ shall rise first.” Then 
we which are alive and remain 
shall be caught up together with 
them in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in the air: and so shall we 
ever be with the Lord” and what- 
ever marks of sin there is in this 
body will be removed, at the re- 
demption of the body. You won't 
need glasses any more.

It is right for me to do right 
but I don’t. Don’t ever say, “I 
don’t do anything wrong.” . . Say, 
“I ought to do right.” Don’t blame 
God and say it is God’s fault. God 
left it so you could do right but 
you don’t. Why don’t you? Be- 
cause you are so mean! | tell you, 
it is your sin.

nating from schools and colleges (yes, even churches) 
and sweeping off hundreds of young people SIMPLY 
BECAUSE THEY ARE PERMITTED TO HEAR BUT 
ONE SIDE OF THE ISSUE. 


Can these materialistic and, often, positively atheistic — 
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God working, not by natural... 
natural voice. God foreknew, knew 
in advance. God planned it out. 
That was a miracle, wasn't it? 
“Them he also called” (divine call, 
not human, not just the Holy Spir- 
it’s miraculous caH) and then when 
we trusted Hiim He justified us 
and that was a miracle, wasn’t 
it? “And whom he justified, them 
he also glorified’ and that hasn’t 
happened but it is as settled as if 
it had so God used the past tense. 
Every Spiritual miracle means that 
every time there is one there is 
bound to be a physical miracle fol- 
lowing it. If the day of physical 
miracles is past that means that 
Jesus couldn't come today, couldn’t 
raise the dead toddy, the trumpet 
couldn’t sound today if this is not 
a day of physical miracles. It 
the trumpet sounds today you are 
going to see a billion miracies hap- 
pen. All right then, the day of mir- 
acles is not past. The devil gets in 
with doubts and a little theological 
ultradispensational unbelief and we 
don’t believe in the supernatural, 
don’t believe in the divine, don’t 
believe in the miraculous things 
God can do today. Let’s expect it. 


The Miracle of a Divine Call to 
the Ministry: 

Here is more. Not only salva- 
tion but a divine call to preach. 
How many here are preachers, 
called to preach? Hold your hands 
(many hold hands). Are you do- 
ing that for men or God? Brother, 
listen. Did God prepare you in 
your heart and call you to preach” 
Was that natural or supernatural ’ 
Was that just human or divine? 
All right. Well, was it according 
to nature? If it wasn’t just hu- 
man, if it was the direct interven- 
tion of God it was a miracle. A 
supernatural call to preach? Paul’s 
was. Mine was too. Oh, the mercy 
of God planned out the course, led 
me into the ministry. Praise God 
He counted me worthy putting me 
into the ministry. That is a mir- 
acle. 


That isn’t all. Every preacher 
God called to preach has a rign. 
for God to give instructions. ‘lhe 
Lord told Paul that He would tell 
him what to preach. In verse 16 
he told Paul to go out and preach 
for, “I have appeared unto thee 
four this purpose, to make thee a 
minister and a witness both of 
these things which thou hast seen, 
and of those things in the which 
I will appear unto thee.” The Lord 
said, “Paul, I am calling you to 
preach and I will appear unto you. 
I will show you where to go, I will 
show you what to say and who 
to go to.”” Any preacher God called 
to preach has a right to know 
where and what to preach. A man 
has no business preaching unless 
God works a miracle while he 
preaches. If God calls you to 
preach by divine call, you ought 
to have divine work while you are 
preaching. Peter needed power_and 
got it at Pentecost. Why don’t I? 
I have to preach to people just as 
hard hearted as that bunch that 
crucified Jesus. You say, “Brother 
Rice, you are educated and He was 


Rot.” My education ought not to 


be held against me. It has been 
a curse to me sometimes but I 
have repented of it long ago, the 
Lord knows. I haven’t had 3,000 
saved in a day. I would be will- 
ing to trade some of my educa- 
tion for what Peter had. What I 
need is what Peter needed. You 
are not going to win souls except 
by the power of God. 


Preachers, why should it be 
thought a thing incrédible with 
you, that God should raise the 
dead? You put God in it and you 
will have different preaching. God 
will tell you what to preach, when 
to go. : 

In Plainview, Texas, I was to 
reach one Sunday night to a gréat 
unday night crowd. I.was some- 

what distressed about facing such 
a crowd, so I said to good Brother 
G. I. Brittian, “I don’t know what 


} to preach tonight. I am troubled 


about it.” He replied, “Brother 
John, don’t you know where to go 
to find out?” I told him that l 
did know where to go and that 
I would go and find out. That is 
better than poring over books. 
That is better than racking my 
brain. That is better than stirring 
my mind, trying to build up a log- 
ical argument. Get from God what 
you are to preach. Stand up and 


preach and say, “Lord, you work 
while I preach. Reach the heart, 
I can’t, Lord. I can only taik to 
his ears. You can talk to his heart. 
You can open eyes of the poor 
blind sinners.” We need the mir- 
acle working power of God on us 
while we preach and on sinners 
to whom we preach. 


The Miracle of Supernatural, Holy 
Spirit Leadership 


God followed New Testament 
preachers. God told them where to 
go. Paul and his party “assayed 
to go into Bithynia: but the Spirit 
suffered them not.” They were 
called by a vision to “Come over 
into Macedonia, and help us.”’ That 
was the place. As Philip slept at 
Samaria the angel of the Lord 
said to Philip, “Arise, and go 
toward the south unto the way that 
goeth down from Jerusalem unto 
Gaza,” and he arose and went. The 
Lord said, “Go near, and join thy- 
self to the chariot” and he ran 
and God had a man saved and the 
Spirit of the Lord caught away 
Philip. That is the kind of mir- 
raculous leadership, instructions, 
miraculous power and presence 
that should be on our preaching to- 
day. Soul winners, teachers, par- 
ents, preachers, don’t leave mira- 
cles out of your religion. Don’t 
leave the supernatural out of your 
preaching. They brig revivals, 
bring preachers, set them on, fire, 
make homes right—this miracu- 
lous working power of God. Let 
us seek for this fire in our hearts 
today. 


Look if you will at verse 22. 
“Having therefore obtained help of 
God, I continue unto this day, wit- 
nesssing both to small and great, 
saying none other things than 
those which the prophets and Mo- 
ses did say should come.” Do you 
know how Paul preached? He got 
help from God. Thus he had peo- 
plé saved, organized new churches 
and multitudes were saved. He got 
help from God. 


Let’s go back in this Bible School 
and get help from God. I have 
called you here from the ends of 
the earth, nearly, from many 
states. Oh, the multitudes will be 
here. We need the supernatural 
help of God. That means you can 
have help from God. That means 
the natural man is going to have 
to be helped by the supernatural; 
that a poor, ordinary, human being 
can have a miraculous working in 


° 


them. Paul not only had a mi- 
raculous conversion, but he was 
led of God. The leadership of the 
Holy Spirit and the power of God 
was on him. Oh, today we need 
that power. Brother Simmons, 
when you were converted you got 
not only a miraculous change of 
heart but actually it was a phys- 
ical miracle — something happened 
to you and made you so you didn’t 
want to taste liquor. Isn’t that so” 
Something happened to your 


stomach, to your bicod, to your ~ 


nature. You believe that was a 
miracle, don’t you? That man was 
was a drunkard, enslaved by drink 
but God changed him into a man 
that didn’t want it and wouldn't 
touch it. That was God. He not 
only took the taste away from 
you, but He took away the desire 
so that you didn’t want it, didn't 
He? “Yes, sir.” That was a phys- 
ical miracle. “Why should it be 
thought a thing incredible with 
you that God should raise the 
dead?” Why shouldn't we come 
and ask God to answer prayer, 
heal the sick in answer to prayer 
when it is according to His will — 
with medicine or without, with an 
operation or without, just so God 
does it? 

We need to believe in the super- 
natural God that loves men, deals 
with men. “Having therefore ob- 
tained help of God, I continue un- 
to this day, witnessing both to 
small and great, saying none other 
things than those which the proph- 
ets and Moses did say should 
come.” ‘That is why God placed 
me in Dallas, and in this church. 
People tried to destroy me, but 1 
am not going to be destroyed. 
Why? Having obtained miraculous 
help of God I am not going to get 


destroyed, praise the Lord! Hav- 
ing obtained miraculous help ot 
God, this church is going to go on 
having revivals, power, blessing.
